2 . In the Punjab Superior Judicial Services Rules , 2007 , in rule 14 , after 
sub - rule ( 2 ) , the following shall be inserted , namely : 

" ( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub - rules ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) , 
the Government may , on the recommendations of the High Court, 
give advance increment to suitable direct appointees : 

Provided that a direct recruit shall be allowed one increment 
for 

every two completed years of practice at Bar beyond the practice 
of seven years , as provided in clause ( b ) of rule 10 , subject to 
maximum of five increments . While making calculations of length 
of practice at the Bar, the fraction of 0.5 or above shall be taken as 
a whole number . " .

words "Deputy Excise and Taxation Commissioner " , wherever occurring, 
the words " Deputy Commissioner ( Excise ) " , shall be substituted . 
In the said Orders, in Order 2 ( B ) , for the words " All the Additional 
Excise and Taxation Commissioners " and " Joint Excise and Taxation 
Commissioners" , the words " Additional Commissioner (Excise )" and " Joint 

Commissioners (Excise ) " , shall , respectively , be substituted . 
4 . In the said Orders, in Order 4 , 5 and 12 , for the words " Assistant Excise 

and Taxation Commissioners " and " Excise and Taxation Officers " , 
wherever occurring, the words " Assistant Commissioners (Excise )" and
